FROM CAIRO TO INDIA

CALCUTTA, India --- Great interest 
was aroused in India by the arrival of 
the first aeroplane to fly to this country 
from Cairo. The flight was made by

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Disposal of the German Fleet 


SoME months ago, when the question as to the tinal 
disposal of the surrendered German tleet was much under 
discussion, and the wildest guesses were everywhere 
being put forward as “inside information, this paper was 
able to give the facts of the case as it then stood. Drietly, 
those tacts were that the British Ministry had not even 
considered the matter, and that, as a consequence, 1t was 
nnpossible for President Wilson to have supported, 
was confidently asserted he had done, “the British view 
that they oug>t to be sunk.” [twas pointed out, however, 
that certain British admiralty officials undoubtedly held 
the view that to sink the fleet “would be the casiest way 
ot settling the matter.” 

Now the position of the question today 1s greatly 
altered. No decision has vet been actually reached, but 
the British and American naval authorities have reported 
in tavor of the “destruction of the larger German war- 
ships,’ and it is quite evident, to those in touch with the 
situation, that the “sinking solution” 1s gaining ground. 
Many considerations, some of them the result of infor- 
mation not available two months ago, tend to tavor such 
a settlement. In the first place, it is estimated that it 
would take nearly three vears to break up the ships, and 
that, long before that time, the world’s supply of raw 
material would be so adequate as to render the supply 
obtained from this source of no special importance. 
Then it is pointed out that if the ships were divided be- 
tween the Allies on the basis of losses in the war, or on 
any other basis, they might prove themselves an expen- 
sive and, ultimately, indeed a valueless acquisition. The 
question of spare parts alone presents almost insuperable 
difficulties. Many of the ships, moreover, are really 
obsolete as war vessels, whilst their enormous coal con- 
sumption, and the difficulty of adapting them for carrying 
cargo, makes it almost impossible to use them as mer- 
chant vessels. Ixven the possibility of sinking them for 
breakwater purposes has been definitely proved imprac 
ticable by experiments at Scapa I low. 

In the light of these tacts, the suggestion that the 
vessels shall be taken out on the high seas and there “‘1n- 
continently sunk,” does not appear so extravagant as it 
did at one time, when the German high seas fleet was 
thought to be, what it had often: been described as being, 
namely, “the last word in invention and efficiency.” Such 
a solution, moreover, has one other thing to be said in 
its favor. The German fleet, in a pecuhar way, tvpified 
the German determination to dominate the world. “Our 
future. declared the tormer Watser, on a memorable 
occasion, “is on the sea. ‘The last four and a halt vears, 
it they have demonstrated anything, have demonstrated 
that the world was saved ly the allied control of the seas, 
and that nowhere was this more certainly dreaded betore 
the war, and more clearly understood during the war, 
than in Germany. Germany's tuture, as) Walliam 
Hohenzollern understood it, was on the sea, because a 
control of the seas by a German fleet meant the German 
domination of the world. To take, therefore, this sorry 
collection of “fallen greatness.” so typical of the whole 
German idea, out to sea, and there sink 1t 1n a conven- 
ient place, would be a valuable object It would 
be the curtest and most foreaible mtiumation possible that 
the world had-done with such methods. 
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Industry and Trade in India 


Oxr of the most interesting of recent statements upon 
conditions of trade in India was that made by Lord 
Ronaldshay, Governor of Bengal, in the course of a lec- 
ture delivered i Caleutta. Lord Ronaldsha’y 1s a master 
of his subject, and whilst he dealt almost exclusively with 
Pengal, those who have studied the question are aware 
that the experience of the rest of India, in the matter oi 
trade and industry during the war, has been much the 
same as that of the great northeastern province, 

Certainly the effect of the war upon the development 
of trade and industry in Bengal has been wholly favor. 
able. As Lord Ronaldshay pointed out, it was only when 
the war began, and external sources of supply were cut 
off, that India was suddenly and unexpectedly thrown 
back on her resources and was taced with the problem 
of producing for herself what she could no longer obtain 
clsewhere. As the result of this, such activities as the 
iron and steel trade and coal mining have experienced 
enormous development. Bengal coal has been in great de 
mand by the British Government for nulitary and naval 
work in the Mid-East, and is being almost entirely used 
on the military railways in Mesopotanua and for trans 
ports. Then, the engineering industry has been working 
-teadily, at high pressure, turming out war materiel ‘ot 
all kinds; whilst in the great iron districts of Dihar and 
()rissa new works have been opened in many places, and 
large extensions made to those already in existence. New 
blast furnaces have been constructed, and, as the demand 

fully expected to continue, owing to the requirement> 
of reconstruction, other blast furnaces are under con- 
templation. linally, the development ot these mdustries 
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has resulted in the creation of others. such as the making 
of firebricks, tin plates, and sulphuric acid on a large 
scale. 

[tis particularly welcome to tind that the government, 
fully awake to the tremendous importance of ‘these devel- 
opments, has done everything it could to assist them. 
Thus, as Lord Ronalds hay pointed out, in the matter ot 
the highly important leather trade, the provincial gov- 
ernment is establishing a research tannery. wlulst the 
Impetus and encouragement given to the-trade in recent 
vears has resulted in the construction of two tanneries 1 
Calcutta and the reorganization and reconstruction of 
others. 

In fact, the provineial authorities have, to svme ex- 
tent, anticipated the important proposals for government 
assistance to industry contained in the recently issued 
report of the Indian Industrial Commission. One ot 
the chief recommendations of the commission, it may be 
reinembered, was that the government should come to 
assistance of the manufacturers to the uttermost: that 
certain essential industries should be set up, at the earlies: 
possible date, and that a special industrial department 
should be instituted which would further trade develop- 
ment through technical advice, adequate economic and 
technical data for all classes of undertakings. and finan- 
cial aid. 

Such proposals are particularly timely. 
lidustry in India have reached a point of 
when farsighted and courageous action will surely be 
productive of specially good results, and there appears 
to be every prosnect that such action will be taken. 


Trade and 
development 


The American Soldier Reads 


Not only does the American soldier, as a rule, read 
books, when he can get at them, but he reads books that are 
commonly accounted good. Notwithstanding the 3,500,- 
000 volumes at their disposal, camp librarians of the 
American Library Association are testifying that they 
have never been able to supply the demand for poetry, 
especially American and modern poetry generally. 
Among the soldiers of the United States, at home and 
overseas, American books and American authors were 
the most popular. In fiction, stories of the American 
\Vest; well filled with action, were the most popular. 
During the progress of the war there was always a large 
and constant demand for military works, but this demand 
ceased the minute the armistice was signed, a circum- 
stance characteristic of their country, which has little 
use for militarism before or afterward. 

It is really not to the point now, however, what books 
they read, or what particular kind of books they pre- 
ferred: what is interesting is that these apparently 
rather careless fellows were fond of reading. Since 
the shelves from which they were in the main “forced to 
draw were supplied by the American Library Associa- 
tion, an organization deserving of wider recognition and 
warmer appreciation than it has thus far received, they 
could not have gone very far astray, even 1t they were 
disposed to choose thoughtlessly, and they were not. 
Observation ranging over many months, and applied to 
nearly all divisions, has convinced attendants that the 
average United States soldier has a natural taste for liter- 
ature of the better class. Heis fond of books written im 
the lighter vein, but. as already indicated, he is partial to 
poetry, while a well-told story, short or long, is certain 
to enlist a share of his attention. But during the war he 
has been a student as well as a reader, and European his- 
tory, politics, and geography have taken up a large part 
leisure time he has had for the library

\When the armistice was signed the American Library 
\ssociation had 2407 libraries in operat ion in the United 
States and France. Forty-three of these were full-sized 
libraries in buildings dedicated to their use in the canton- 
ments and larger militarv-reservations in the United 
States, each containing about 25,000 volumes, while 143 
were in hospitals, 315 of the lesser size in the smaller 
camps, and 4o6 were branches established in naval. sta- 
tions and.on board ships: The libraries had a personnel o1 
243 librarians serving in the main libraries and larger 
branches. The books available for the service would 
ordinarily supply ten libraries of 150,000 book capacity, 
and fifty of 40,000 book capacity each. 

The fighting being over, there has recently been some 
discussion in the American Library Association over the 
ultimate disposition of its great stock of books, and 
plan which has evidently met with approval in the mat- 
agement is that of distributing the 3400,000 volumes 
among the smaller and more remote communities of the 
United States that still have no public libraries, or public 
libraries that are scantily supplied. In the midst of this 
discussion, however, came a cable message from = Dr. 
Herbert Putnam, librarian of the Library of Congress, 
who is now in brance in charge of the library work of 
the American Army, saving, in substance, that 1,000,000 
more books of a miscellaneous character, for the use of 
the American expeditionary foree during the next. six 
months, were urgently needed. 

The fact seents to be that the soldiers still remaiming 

verseas have exhausted their book supply, or are likely 
soon to exhaust wt. The United States Covers ane 
people will, of course, take pride as well as pleasure in 
replenishing and treshening the shelves. of the army 
libraries. The sudden and almost imperative call for 
books contirms what has heretofore been said concerning 
the Aamerican soldier's bent toward reading and study, 
and this will be most satisfving to the nation. Men who 
read, study, and think, as do American citizens, as a rule, 
whether in civilian clothes or.in uniforms, are likely to 
disappoint those who have been counting upon sowing 
seeds of disconterit and nuschies, 

Librarians in the war camps say that the need of 
libraries in all towns and neighborhoods in the United 
States will be more acutely felt hencetorth than in the 
past. ‘The men returned from the army, when scattered 
over the land, wall, it ts held, wish to continue their read- 
ing, and will be restless 1f denied the opportunity. Con- 
sequently, although it may be necessary to postpone the 
book distribution scheme: tentatively decided upon bv 
the American Library Association, the plan should be

kept well in view, subject only to such amplification as 
may be necessary to meet all the requirements of the case. 

The returned American soldier who likes to read 
should be afforded the opportunity always. 


Notes and Comments 

BESIEGED Paris, as somel. dy has pointed out, taught 
ismarck the value of the homing pigeon in war, when 
some S00 pigeons were sent in balloons to Tours and 
provided communication between the two cities. Afte: 
the peace, Bismarck established pigeon lofts in every tori- 
ress and in many of the cities of Germany. Other Furo- 
pean nations, although less thoroughly, followed the ex- 
ample. but tt was only about a vear age that the United 
States naval air service instituted fourteen lofts in di 
ferent parts of the country, with a total of about Sooo 
pigeons in training for war service. 


ARKANSAS has long been pronounced “Arkansaw.” 
by act of the Legislature of that State. in the House of 
the sitting Legislature, an effort to have the word spelled 
“Arkansaw’ has just fatled. So that \rkansans can still 
enliven their conversation by telling strangers that, “You 
know, while we spell the name of our Statesone way, we 
pronounce it another.” (nd, by the wav. ““Arkansawns 
would not look very well.

If it is hard enough for 
a man to be perfectly natural and quite himself w hen his 
picture 1s being taken for his friends and his family, what 
must it be to know that his picture is being taken for the 
public, and perhaps while he is in motion at that! Fortu- 

nately for the great man, and perhaps this is all that saves 
him ffom visible self-consciousness, the photographer 
does not yet shout “Look pleasant, please” through 
inegaphone. 


On NEXT April 3 Siltaeun ‘will celebrate its first vear 
under state-wide Sephibition. What good has the inter- 
diction of the manufacture and sale of intoxicants in 
the Hoosier State accomplished? Well, the workhouse 
in Indianapolis was closed last June for want of inmates, 
and it has not been reopened. A great number of the 
jails throughout the State are empty. while the occupants 
of the rest are fewer than at anv former time. “Crime 
and disorder of all kinds have been lessened. And every 
Indianan feels better for the change. 


With the motion picture theater grown to such pro- 
portions in American life, the critical opinion of a visiting 
French play wright is interesting to anvone who wonders 
about the future of this new amusement. M. Francis de 
Croisset, who has spent some months studying the in- 
dustry, sees in it, as have some Americans, an already 
highly developed medium for expression which thus far 
has practically no art to express. The modern photo- 
play, in other words, is a makeshift, largely perhaps be- 
cause money has been spent lavishly to produce photo- 
plavs, but not even generously to persuade the higher 
grade of writers to study the medium and produce plays 
artistically adapted to it.” The one most notable excep- 
tion, says M. Croisset, 1s “Cabiria,” written by Gabriele 
d’Annunzio, and showing what can be done by rare talent 
when it writes for the films. 


PRESIDENT WILSON, it appears, contrary to persistent 
reports, has said nothing about being a third-term candi- 
date tor the presidency. It is announced, on his behalf, 
that he has not declared himself on the subject one way 
or the other, at any time. This should be conclusive. 
But will it be? Mr. Wilson is so busy as a second-term 
incumbent of the presidency that he should not be ex- 
pected to notice reports of this character again until he 
gets a lot of other and more pressing matters off his 


hands. 


NINE different plans are under consideration in con- 
nection with the fmportant problem of managing the great 
fleet of merchant vessels ordered by the United States 
during the war, and now somehow to be fitted into the 
commercial program of peace. One is reminded of the 
distressed brigands in a comic opera of twenty-odd vears 
ago, who, in some now forgotten emergency, decided “It 
is our unanimous opinion that something must. be done,” 
but could not decide what. Light, however, will probably 
be thrown on the question when the council of the Na- 
tional Merchant Marine Association, which includes mer- 
chants, bankers, labor leaders, government officials, and 
shipbuilders, makes its semaine’ to Congress.

Paris takes a practical view of a geographical ques- 
tron otf world-wide interest. It holds that it is too near 
the German trontier. This is a fact which the Germans 
have been at great pains to make plain. Being so near 
the German trontier, Paris thinks, it is likely to be men- 
aced in the future as it has been in the past. It seems 
clear, then, that something should be done. Paris cannot 
be moved from its present site.. Such being the case, the 
only way to overcome the difficulty, as Paris sees it, is to 
set back the German frontier to a safe distance. in the
